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[PRESIDENT SAYS STATES 


MUST COPE WITH GANGSTERS 


Hoover Against Any General Increase in Fed- 
eral Criminal Statutes—Enforcement, 
Not More Laws, the Remedy. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—En- 


forcement of State and Federal 
laws and a “widespread public 
awakening” were put forward to- 
day by President Hoover as a solu- 


{tion to the problem presented by 


gangster activities. He disavowed 
any intention of proposing *¥exten- 
sion of the Federal criminal laws 
to cover racketeering.” 

“What is needed is the enforce- 
ment of laws, and not more laws,” 
he said. 

The text of the President's re- 
marks follows: 

“The report that I am proposing 
to Congress any extension of the 
Federal criminal laws to . cover 
racketeering is untrue. 

“Every single state has ample 
laws that cover such criminality. 

_ “What is needed is the enforce- 
ment of those laws, and not more 
laws. 


“Any suggestion of increasing 
the Federal criminal laws in gen- 
eral is a reflection on the  sov- 
éreignty and the stamina of state 
government. 

“The Federal Government is as- 
sisting local authorities to over- 
come a hideous gangster and cor- 
rupt control of some local govern- 
ments. But I get no satisfaction 
from the reflection that the only 
way. that this can be done is for 
the Federal Government to convict 
men for failing to pay income taxes 
on the financial product of crime 
against state laws. 

“What we need is a more wide- 
spread public awakening to. the 
failure of some local governments 
to protect their citizens from mur- 
der, racketeering, corruption and 
other crimes and their rallying of 
support to the men of these locali- 
ties that are today making. a 
courageous battle to clean up these 
places.” 


A. J. FITZSIMONS, 
EX-COUNGILMAN, DIES 


Former Democratic Chairman 
and Theater Man Succumbs 
to Peritonitis. 


Arthur J. Fitzsimmons, former 
Councilman and former chairman 
of the Democratic City Committee, 
died of peritonitis today in _ St. 
Mary’s Hospital. He went to the 
hospital Saturday. 

Mr. Fitzsimmons was 66 years 
old. His wife, Mrs, Ella Fitzsim- 
mons, and his’ brother, Circuit 
Judge John T. Fitzsimmons, were 
at his bedside. A son, Arthur Jr., 
and a daughter, Mrs. Helen Smith, 
are out of the city. Mr. and Mrs. 
Fitzsimmons resided at the Grey- 


stone Rae: McPherson and 


Mr. yo haart was in the real 
estate business. He formerly had 
extensive interests in ownership and 
operation of local theaters. With 
the late James Hagerman Jr. he 
built the Park (now Pershing) and 
Shenandoah Theaters. He later was 
interested in the Players’ (now 
Shubert) Theater on Grand boule- 
vard. 

The houses named, under the 
Fitzsimmons-Hagerman manage- 
ment, had dramatic and musical 
stock companies, and their enter- 
prises made a stand against the 
growing popularity and resources 
of moving pictures, in the period 
of 15 to 17 years ago. 

Mr. Fitzsimmons was elected to 
the City Council in 1907, and 
served for the last two years of 
Mayor Wells’ administration and 
the first two years of Mayor Kreis- 
mann. His term as head of the 
Democratic City Committee was in 
a period of Democratic eclipse, 
when the late Jeptha D. Howe ran 
the Republican machine. Reor- 
ganization of the Jefferson Club 
was part of the Fitzsimmons pro- 
gram. 

He was appointed by Gov. Hyde 
as a Democratic member of the 
State Eleemosynary Board. He was 


‘a delegate to the Democratic Na- 


tional convention of 1912, at Balti- 
more, which nominated Woodrow 
Wilson for his first term.

Premier Poincare, Sir Henry Deter- 
ding and “Lawrence of Arabia” as 
having participated in the plot 
against the Soviet Government. 

Two lawyers were appointed to 
represent the defendants. 

Four Judges sat smoking cig- 
arettes while the indictments were 
read. 

All were dressed in soft shirts 
and soft collars and the proceed- 
ings were most informal. 

There were many women and 
girls in the courtroom, most of 
them wearing some article of red 
in their costume. A battery of 
movie and talkie cameras depicted 
every move of the participants in 
the trial which has stirred intense 
interest. 

Soldiers surrounded the building 
and only those with tickets were 
permitted to enter.

EX PROSECUTOR 
LINKS 7 LAWYERS 
IN FIXING’ RING 


J. C. Weston Also Involves 
3 Bondsmen and Two 
Policemen in New York 


Judicial Scandals. 


$25 A DEFENDANT 
FOR DISMISSAL 


Confesses He Accepted 
$20,000, Retiring Last 
Year From Woman’s 


Court With $90,000. 


By Leased Wire From the New 
York Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Nov. 25.—John C. 


Weston, District Attorn@y’s process 
server, who somehow became sole 
prosecutor in Woman’s Court for 
eight years and retired last year 
with a fortune of $90,000, con- 


fessed yesterday that he had ac- 
cepted $20,000 in bribes as part of 
a “fixing’ ring in Jefferson Mar- 
ket Court under Magistrate Jesse 
Silberman and others. 

Weston directly involved seven 
lawyers, three bondsmen and two 
policemen, all of whom he named. 
He disclosed that in 600 cases with 
900 defendants he had refrained 
from pressing police witnesses for 
testimony and had let the prison- 
ers go free. He usually got $25 a 
defendant. Apparently his part 
was a relatively minor one in the 
business of commercializing trials. 

Testifies in Magistracy Hearing. 

Weston testified before Referee 
Samuel Seabury in the Appellate 
Division's inquiry into the conduct 
of City Magistrates. After a year 
of rumors about the Magistrates, 
and two months of private investi- 
gation, Special Counsel Isador J. 
Kresel put into the record in four 
hours more real evidence than: had 
been disclosed in months of other 
investigations. 

Silberman had been called as the 
first witness, but the “fixing” ring 
appears to have operated without 
the patronage of any single Magis- 
trate. 

Out of 82 cases, with 120 de- 
fendants, which Weston admitted 
helping to “fix’’ between Jan. 1, 
1928, and June 30, 1929, the Mag- 
istrates’ records on prisoners re- 
leased are as follows: Smith, 38; 
Renaud, 31; Stiberman, 26; Norris, 
14: and Brodsky, 11. 

Silbermann was mentioned di- 
rectly when Weston testified that 
once when he was in‘the office of 
Mark Alter, an attorney, to collect 
a $25 fee, Alter told him, “If you 
ever hear of a good case let me 
know and I’ll put it over for Jesse.” 
Weston did not explain this utter- 
ance beyond saying that he had 
protested to Alter that the lawyer 
should not spread rumors that he 
could reach Magistrate Silbermann, 
who often lunched with Alter and 
who dropped in two or three times 
a week on the card game in the 
lawyer’s office. 

Weston recalled that Emanue) 
Busch, another of the seven law- 
*yvers he named, had remarked once, 
after winning a case, that he won- 
dered if he could have won it with- 
out having Alter as associate coun- 
sel. 

Checking over a record of 82 
cases, Weston found that in four 
of them, with six defendants, 
Busch and Alter had been associat- 
ed and had freed their clients, All 
of the cases were before Judge 
Silbermann. 

Warned to Look Out for Alter. 

Weston did no business with Al- 
ter until late in 1929 because, he 
said, he had been warned to “look 
out for Hook Nose (Alter) because 
‘he'll get you in trouble. He got a 
Judge into trouble.” — 

This apparently was a@ reference 
to an incident in 1908, when Magis- 
trate Otto H. Droege, a friend of 
Alte:, was removed from office 
after admitting that he gave Alter 
money with which té try to bribe 
a reporter for’ the New York 
World to suppress a’ story about 
the Magistrate’s judicial dealings 
with immoral women.’ 

Besides Alter and Busch, Weston 
involved Alexander Lang, who is 
dead; Abraham Karp, Philip Rus- 
ko and Joe Aronstein. all lawyers, 
with offices across Tenth street 
from women’s court; and Joseph 
Butler, attorney; Patrolman James 
J. Quinleven and his partner in 
vice investigation, William M. 
O’Connor, and three bondsmen, 
Charles Lang, Harry Katz and Ben- 
jamin Gottlieb, alias Green, associ- 
ated with the Tenth street lawyers. 

He also mentioned an important 
officeholder in the Bronx as ap- 
pearing to intercede for Polly Ad- 
ler, disorderly @ouse operator, who 
was discharged several times. Wes- 
ton, however, wads confused about 
the identification and Referee Sea- 
bury struck out the testimony, in- 
dicating that the matter would hp 
taken up later. 

Silbermann sat in the front row 
as Weston told his story. Earlier

Caulfield announced today the 
appointment of Supreme Court 
Commissioner Berryman Henwood 
of Hannibal as Judge of Division 
No. 2 of the Supreme Court to fill 
out the unexpired term of the late 
Judge Robert F. Walker, who died 


last week, The appointment is ef- 
fective immediately. 

Henwood is a Republican. Judge 
Walker was & Democrat, and the 
appointment of Henwood changes 
the political complexion ,of the 
court in favor of the Republicans. 

On Jan, 1, however, the situation 
will be reversed. George R. El- 
lison, Democrat, of Maryville, who 
defeated Judge David E. Blair, Re- 
publican, will ascend to the bench, 
displacing Judge Blair. 

A native of Hannibal, Hen- 
wood, who is 49 years old,  be- 
gan the practice of law in that 
city in 1904 He was City Attor- 
ney from 1909 to 1913; Republican 
State Committeeman from 1912 to 
1916, and was appointed a Supreme 
Court Commissioner, of which there 
are six, in 1927. He will have two 
jyears and one month of the late 
Judge Walker’s. wnexpired term to 
serve, and his successor will be 
elected for the regular 10-year 
term in the election of 1932. 

The Supreme Court, which se- 
lects its commissioners, will ap- 
point a commissioner to succeed 
Henwood. 

Ellison has resigned as a member 
of the commission, effective Jan. 1. 
The Court immediately announced 
the appointment of John T. Sturgis, 
Springfield, a former Judge of the 
Springfield Court of Appeals, to 
succeed Ellison. Sturgis, a Demo- 
crat, is 69 years old, and has been 
a member of the bar for 43 years.

STRICTER IMMIGRATION LAWS 
NEEDED, PRESIDENT DECLARES 


Hoover in General Agreement With 
Senator Reed, Who Would 
Bar All Aliens. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—More 
selective and flexible immigration 
laws were declared by President 
Hoover today to be needed. His 
views were expressed as in general 
agreement with those recently an- 
nounced by Senator Reed of Penn- 
sylvania. Reed proposed stopping 
of all immigration from both quota 
and non-quota countries. 

The President did not say specif- 
ically he. favored this plan, but 
pointed to recent action by the 
Government in cutting down immi- 
gration by a strict appliance of the 
rules, including one which would 
exclude all persons who might be- 
come public charges. 

Mr. Hoover said the effect of 
the stricter regulations was dem- 
onstrated in October. He said that 
from an average of 24,000 immi- 
grants monthly from all sources 
the total for October was less than

MEXICO CITY, Nov. 25.—“Shot 


and killed while attempting to es- 
cape” was written today on the 


records of the Department of Jus- 
tice after the name of Baldomero 
Navarro, who acknowledged no 
man’s law, and whose deftness with 
two guns won him the title of “El 
Maestro” of Mexican banditry. 
Until a week ago Navarro and 
a few bold companions roamed the 
mountains around Cuernavaca, de- 
scending to the highway from 
Mexico City occasionally for a 
holdup which astonished with its 
daring. Once, it is believed, they 
nearly succeeded in kidnaping Am- 
bassador Morrow as he drove to 
his country home in the relos 
capital. 

Last week Federal] troops, who 
pursued him in vain for years, 
captured and executed three of his 
men. There followed a running 
fight with Navarro across mesa 
and through arroyo, until a shot 
clipped his horse from under him 
and he was captured. 

He was brought to Mexico City 
and questioned by Federal author- 
ities.

Some time before Ambassador

men seized a village through which 
the Ambassador would have to re- 
turn en route from Cuernavaca, 
where he had a country home, to 
the capital. Shortly before his au- 
tomobile reached the village, Fed- 
eral troops guarding the highway 
succeeded in driving the bandits 
out and clearing the road.

GRAND JURY WNQUIR 
INTO CAPONE'S INCOME 


Federal Investigators Ordered 


to Go Into Every Angle of 
Gangster’s Operations. . 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
CHICAGO, Nov. 25.—The Fed- 


eral grand jury today started an 
investigation into the revenue of 


Al Capone, gang lord, with the pos- 
sibility of prosecuting him for eva- 
sion of income tax payments, ac- 
cording to reports from sources 
considered reliable. 

Pete Penovich, former manager 
of a Capone gambling house in 
Cicero, was called before the jury, 
informants said. 

Among those who may be sub- 
penaed to testify to Capone's in- 
come are: 

The Illinois Bell Telephone Co., 
with records of calls made to and 
from Capone in various parts of 
the country, especially those be- 
tween Chicago and the gangster’s 
Palm Island estate at Miami Beach, 
Fla. 

The Western Union and Postal 
Telegraph Cos., with records of 
money transfers between Capone 
and certain individuals. A list of 
these transfers has already been 
made public, 

The management of hotels near 
the loop which served as Capone 
headquarters. Reports have been 
current that Penovich would testi- 
fy against Capone as Fred Ries, 
former manager of a Cicero re- 
sort, did against Jack Guzik, Ca- 
pone henchman; who was convict- 
ed of tax evasions by a Federal’ 
jury last week. : 

Capone’s income has been under 
scrutiny of the Federal Govern- 
ment for several years. 

It was learned a corps of inves- 
tigators was sent here from Wash- 
ington under orders not to stop 
working until they had uncovered 
every possible angle and had 
enough evidence for an airtight 
case in case any violation was dis- 
covered, 

In a conversation in his court- 
room today, Judge John H. Lyle 
asked Chief of Detectives John 
Norton why the Police Department, 
with 5000 officers, has been unable 
to apprehend Capone. 

“We have lots of Sergeants, of- 
ficers and details,” Norton  ex- 
plained, “but not so many men out 
on the street.” 

“What about that detail up at 
the Mayor’s hospital?” Judge Lyle 
inquired. “Why can’t they turn 
them out after hoodlums?” Nor- 
ton replied he had nothing to do 
with hospital details. 

The chief said he doubted if 
there were 15 policemen in Chicago 
who could identify Capone. 

“I've been a policeman for 40 
years and I have seen him only 
once,” Norton said.

Union No. 1 have voted to work six 
hours a day, beginning Friday. 

Union electricians work five 
days a week and are paid at the 
rate of $1.65 an hour. There wil) 
be no change in the hourly wage, 
although the effect of the shorter 
ase will be a loss of $3.30 a day 
for men who have steady jobs. 
There are 600 men in the union, 
and approximately half this num- 
ber have been idle recently, union 
officials said. The six-hour day 
was adopted as a temporary meas- 
ure, and probably will continue 
through the winter. 

The Electrical Employers’ Asso- 
ciation, employing the majority of 
union electricians, gave its approv- 
al to the shortened working period 
at a meeting yesterday. The daily 
working period will be from 8:30 
to noon, and from 1 to 3:30 p. m. 
In this manner it is expected that 
a job will be found for one addi- 
tional man for every three now em- 
ployed. 

The six-hour working day was 
tried out here early this year by 
union lathers as an unemployment 
relief measure. The plan was 
abandoned after several weeks 
when contractors objected on the 
ground that it interfered with con- 
struction plans, since the other 
crafts were on an eight-hour sched- 
ule. The electricians, however, ex- 
cause no “interruption of other 
work.

FAVORS SHORTER 
WORKING HOURS 


Urges Speeding of Public 
Works to Provide More 
Jobs and Cites Methods 
Used in Other Cities. 


A program of suggestions for 
lessening unemployment, and for 
aiding the return of business con- 
ditions to a normal state, has been 
formulated by officials of the 
Chamber of Commerce, at the re- 
quest of Birch O. Mahaffey, direc- 
tor of the Citizens’ Committee on 
Unemployment. 

The program of suggestions, 
which depends for its execution 
upon the creation of various com- 
mittees, and on the general co- 
operation of business, industry and 
public officials, was co-ordinated 
by Vincent M, Carroll, head of the 
Citizens’ Committee on Public Re- 
lations, in conference with Mahaf- 
fey and officials of the chamber. 
It has the approval of J. F. Lucey, 
regional director of unemployment 
relief, sent here by President Hoo- 
ver. 

The principal suggestions are: 

No more dismissal of workers 
or wage reductions in the §&t. 
Louis area for 90 days. 

Shorter working days or weeks, 
vacations, “stagger” system, to 
make work for all now employed 
and for as many as possible of 
those who have been laid off. 

Speed work with the $9,000,- 
000 of city bonds to be sold in 
1931, and advance remaining 
bond work if possible. 

Start a clean-up campaign. In- 
crease odd-job work around 
homes. 

Begin the new Federal Build- 
ing and postoffice annex at 
once; speed up Board of Educa- 
tion’s building program, 

Business leaders to ‘counsel 
heads of small concerns who are 
having difficulty, to enable them 
to keep going. 

Survey business programs, to 
see where improvement and ex- 
tension work can be advanced. 

Strengthen organization work 
for employment and relief, with 
sub-stations of present employ- 
ment bureau. ‘Bona fide residents 
of city and St. Louis County to 
have first call on jobs available. 

“Unemployment can be solved 
only by employment,” the Cham- 
ber’s announcement says, “‘“Employ- 
ment can be had chiefly through 
public improvements, co-operation 
of industry and business generally, 
and co-operation of citizens in em- 
ploying labor in odd jobs around 
their residences. 

“There cannot be unemployment 
on a large scale without a serious 
business slump, for when 2,000,000 
or 3,000,000 buyers are removed 
from the market, the retailer, 
wholesaler, professional man and 
financial institutions experience 
substantial decrease in their busi- 
ness. 

“An industrial and employment 
committee is suggested, the first 
duty of which will be to get indus- 
trial and business heads to pledge 
not to dismiss any employe or re- 
ducé wages for 90 days, the pledge 
to be renewed at the end of that 
period if business conditions shall 
warrant. 

Shorter Hours Suggested. 

“Business groups should be called 
into conference, to determine how 
their staffs have been depleted, and 
how many can be rehired for either 
full or part time, Other employers 
should be asked to consider short- 
ening of daily or weekly working 
hours, on giving employes a day’s 
vacation with pay, or to adopt stag- 
ger systems, working employes a 
certain number of hours a day to 
permit hiring of others, 

“Heads of many of the larger 
firms in the United States have al- 
ready pledged Adherence to such 
plans as these. The Tide Water 
Oil Co. of New Jersey has reduced 
its working week to keep its pres- 
ent working force. The United 
States Steel Corporation and 
Standard Oll Co. of New Jersey 
have announced they wil! drop no 
more employes. The General Mo. 
tors Corporation has announced 
it is keeping its force intact with 
no reduction in wages. The Haw- 
thorne Works of Chicago, the Kear. 
ney Works of New Jersey, the 
Breeze Point Works of Delaware 
and the Western Electric Co. have 
shortened hours in order to keep 
the maximum number working. 
Nathan M, Onrbach of New York 
has inaugurated the ‘stagger’ sys- 
tem to give work to 625 additional 
persons. His present force of 1250 
will receive @ half-day off each 
week without loss of pay, and their 
jobs will be taken over by 625 new 
employes, 

“The Boston & Maine Railroad is 
adopting a five and six day week 
in its mechanical departments 
which will provide 200 more jobs. 
The Pennsylvania Railroad has re- 
instated 600 employes who have 
been On furlough. E. I. du Pont 
de Nemours & Co. has announced 
that it will crowd into the next six 


months construction projects which 


were planned to cover a much 
longer period. * 

Seeks to Restore Confidence. 

"Confidence must be restored, 
Persons who still hold their posi- 
tions, and whose salaries have not 
been cut, are not buying because 
of the fear that the next day or 
the next week may find them out 
of their jobs. This fear has to be 
dispelled if anything like an ap- 
proach to normal buying is to be 
accomplished, and confidence in a 
measure restored. 

“Employment that will come 
through the beginning and com- 
pletion of public works is not to 
be underestimated, yet this is not 
the open sesame to*%solution of the 
problem. 

“The city has sold approxi- 
mately $67,000,000 worth of its 
$87,000,000 bond issue, and ex- 
pended up to this time about $60,- 
000,000, leaving $6,000,000 worth

construction period actually opens 
up. This leaves $11,000,000 worth 
of bonds to be sold in 1932 and 
1933. 

To Put New Bond Issue to Work. 


“Possibly bond ‘issue expendi- 
tures might be increased if the 
city were to repeal ordinance 33,- 
089 and put this extra $11,000,000 
bonds to work. If these bonds 
were sold this coming year, the 
tax rate would probably be  in- 
creased by the amount needed for 
interesteand amortization.” 

It was pointed out that the “city 
would shortly award a $1,000,000 
contract for the completion of the 
River Des Peres project, and 
would ask for approval of legisla- 
tion for approximately $1,500,000 
of hospital improvements. The 
suggestion is also made that if the 
city and the Missouri Pacific Rall- 
road can reach an agreement, con- 
tracts could be let early in the 
spring for $1,000,000 worth of 
grade crossings. 

Street widening and paving work, 
requiring special assessments, can- 
not be undertaken “until the pub- 
lic mind has cooled somewhat,” the 
Chamber's report holds. A _ city 
clean-up campaign, in which mu- 
nicipal funds would provide tempo- 
rary employment for a number of 
workérs, is urged. 

The Chamber has urged the 
Treasury Department to contract 
for beginning work on the Federal 
building site, facing Memorial 
Plaza, and to expedite the post- 
office annex work.

RALWAY SHOP CRAFT 
TO SEEK SAY WEEK 


Program Calls for Shortening 
Hours of Labor Without 
Pay Reduction.

CHICAG@, Nov. 25.—The five- 
day week for railway shop crafts 
was added to the six-hour day 
program of the brotherhoods to- 
day in the movement to relieve un- 
employment through shortening 
hours of labor.

Christopher was Building Com- 
missioner, in a period of @ little 
more than three years after the 
zoning ordinance avas adopted in 
1926. But the committee, Han- 
cock said, found no case in which 
Christopher was responsible for a 
violation of the ordinance. 
“These were all cases in which 
Mr. Christopher was overruled by 
the Board of Adjustment,” Han- 
cock said, “The list was taken 
from the record of the Board of 
Adjustment, which is a public rec- 


ord.” 
Christopher Explains. 

Christopher, an architect, ex- 
plained why no more such cases 
had been found by the committee 
since he was succeeded by E. O. 
Aegerter in the office of Building 
Commissioner, July 1, 1929. He 
said that, at the time of Aegerter’s 
appointment, a new ruling was 
made by Director of Public Safe- 
ty Steiminger, based on an opinion 
of the City Counselor. Under this 
new rule, acts of the Board of Ad- 
justment have not gone into effect 
until ratified by an ordinance 
passed by the Board of Aldermen. 

Members of the Board of Adjust- 
ment, in May, 1929, were: John 
H. Brod Jr., then Director of Pub- 
lic Safety; A. A. Aegerter, brother 
of the present Building Commis- 
sioner; Harry G. Clymer, Thomas 
J. Manahan and O. J. McCawiey. 

Qn June 19, 1929, Mayor Miller 
appointed Carl G. Stifel to fill the’ 
vacancy caused by Brod’s resigna- 
tion, and Albert Wenzlick to suc- 
ceed McCawley, who died. On 
June 28, 1929, Albert H. Baum 


was made a member when Aeger- 


ter resigned. 

The present board members are 
Clymer, Stifel, Wenzlick, Baum and 
A. A. Voirol, appointed to succeed 
Manahan, who became City Plumb-

79 YEARS ON THRONE 


Denthark Joins in Celebration 


for .Haakon VII and 
Queen Maud. 
By the Associated Press. ™ 
OSLO, Norway, Nov. 25.—Den- 


mark joined with Norway today in 
celebration of the twenty-fifth an- 
niversary of assumption of King 
Haakon VII of the country’s throne. 
King Haakon, until he «became 
ruler of Norway was Prince Carl 
of Denmark. 

King Haakon and Queen Maud 
naturally were the chief figures in 
the national celebration, but 
grouped around them in the capi- 
tal’s principal church in a solemn 
commemorative ceremony _ this 
morning was a royal company that 
included King Christian and Queen 
Alexandria of Denmark, other. 
menmibers of the Danish royal fam- 
ily, and Prince George of England, 
who is the nephew of Queen Maud. 


Many thousands of Oslo’s popu- 
lation turned out to applaud the 


church and the edifice was crowd- 
ed with many of the city’s promi- 
nent people. The commemorative 
service was of simple character 
with a suitable ritual and music, 
the sermon being delivered by the 
rector, Dr. Maroni. 

Many gifts have reached the 
royal pair from all over the world. 


resenting Norway’s great mercan- 
tile fleet, donated a large painting 
depicting Haakon’s entrance into 
Osle 25 years ago. 

No representatives of the Swed- 
ish royal family was present ex- 
cept those who are blood relatives 
of the Norwegian royal figures, 
such as the Princess Ingeborg, who, 
although wife of Prince Carl of 
Sweden, is a sister of King Haakon. 

Although relations between Nor- 
way and.Sweden have never been

A PEOPLE'S KING. 

Kings ere not often elected by vote, but Haakon 
Vil of Norway was. Twenty-five years ago the 
land of fjords and the midnight sun, then just sep- 
arated from Sweden, chose the popular young Prince 
Cherles of Denmark, 259,568 to 69,264. When his 


name went before the storting, or parliament, there 


was not a single dissent. Togey is the anniversary 
of his entry inte the Norwegian capital with Queen 
Maud, youngest daughter of Edward VII of England, 
and in honor of that event all Norway is in celebrh- 
tien, One of the first acts of legislation under 
Haakon was the granting of suffrage to women, Nor- 
way thus becoming the firet sovereign country in Bu- 
repe where women gained the right to vote, How 
nearly Norway is a democracy is shown by the fact 
that the storting can pass a measure over the King's 
veto, and by his constitutional inability to cause dis- 
solution. The storting, which has both legislative 
and administrative authority, meets annually and 
never has any lame duck sessions. Included in the. 
advanced social legislation program was the enact- 
ment of the Castberg laws which gave children born 
out of wedlock rights of inheritance, ahd imposing on 
the fathers obligation to protect such children and 
their mothers. The years of Haakon have been 
marked with widespread industrial expansion, large- 
ly due to wise development of waterpower. The world 
joins Norway in its felicitations to a people's king.

FLEXIBILITY IN ZONING. 

Thanks to a report just made to the General Coun- 
cil on Civie Needs by one of its committees, we know 
now what flexible zoning means. 

The flexible zoning law became effective in 1926. 
A prior law was held unconstitutional by the Mid 
sourl Supreme Court because it was too inflexible. 
Subsequently the United States Supreme Court de- 
cided in a case taken up from Euclid, 0., that cities 
have this right absolutely. Unfortunately, the St. 
Louis zoning law, which meant what it said, had been 
replaced meanwhile by the present zoning law, which 
means whatever political influence and pressure dic- 
tate. The result has been to destroy the character of

The day's 
transaction aggregated 2,000,000 
shares. 

Motion picture, mail order and 
rail shares, al] of which have had 
intervals of group strength re- 
cently, were under considerable 
pressure. Shares losing 2 to 4 
points included Loew's, Fox, Mont- 
gomery Ward, Sears Roebuck, New 
York Central, American Can, 
American Telephone and Case. Al- 
lied Chemical converted a rise of 
more than 4 points.into a loss of 
2. Shares closing’ off a point or 
more included U. 8. Steel, Dupont, 
Byers, General Electric, General 
Motors and Woolworth. Early ad- 
vances of 1 to 6 points in the 
steels, railway equipment and 
Specialties were almost wholly 
erased. 

The inability of the market to 
break through recent resistance 
points on the upside has caused dis- 
appointment in some quarters. Wall 
Street sentiment, nevertheless, re- 
mained more cheerful in contrast 
to the recent reign of gloom. A 
period of quiet irregularity is pot 
unusual at the end of a long de- 
cline and many observers feel that 
the best that can be expected for a 
time is a narrow trading area.

HAT every mother knows, and 
only some sour-faced old bach-

elors doubt, has been defi- 
nitely established by a group of 
learned scientists; 10-month-old 
babies have more brains and know 
better how to use them than full 
grown chimpanzees or other varie- 
ties of high-grade apes. Hereto- 
fore you had to take the word of 
fond parents for tt how bright the 
baby was. Now prominent men and 
women of science have worked out 
a whole series of tests which will 
enable anybody interested in chil- 
drefi to find out how the baby 
rates. 

At a conference in Berlin, Frau 
Dr. Irma Hift Schnierer summar- 
ized the findings of the new science, 
She paid special tribute to Frau 
Dr. Hildegard Hetzer, head of the 
Child Psychology Research Insti- 
tute in Vienna. The latter has 
tested more than 700 children since 
1926, when a start was made with 
69 babies. 

After carrying out thousands of 
tests, infant psychologists now feel 
ready to settle some long standing 
topics of argument. 

In the first place, environment 
does matter, even well before the 
first birthday and a*home, be it 
ever so humble, is a better environ- 
ment for the development of the 
baby than a clinic. On the basis 
of the performance tests devised 
and applied by research workers, 
barely 60 per cent of the infants 
in the care of the Vienna clinic 
were able to make the grade, when 
85 per cent of those from good 
homes passed, and between 60 and 
70 per cent of those even from 
homes where poor housing and liv- 
ing conditions pravetied.

HE Viennese Government hae 
made the tests possible by the 
building of a nursery home 
Nmade entirely of glass and nickel. 
Complete observation of motions 
and gestures of babies is possible 
here. They have been watched 
waking, sleeping, eating, at play. 
They have heen asked to express 
their reactions in all sorts of sit- 
uations. 

The standards for performance 
are various, embodying what may 
normally be expected of infants 
at various ages.

Urinalysis 


Tost me was a time in the history 
of medicine when certain heal- 
ers pretended to be able to diag- 
nose illness and to prepare effici- 
ent treatment by merely examin- 
ing the sufferer’s urine. 

This was, of course, before the 
time of the microscope and the 
modern chemical laboratories, and 


ties of the voided fiuid. 


What these grouping healers pre- 
tended: or thought they were ac- 
complishing has become & common 
practice today, though not, of 
course, in their all-inclusive diag- 
nostic sense, 

By chemical and microscopical 
examination of the urine much 
may be learned about the body. 
Diseases of the kidney, of course, 
may be established from the man- 
ner in which they function as 
judged by the chemical composi- 
tion of their excretions. 

But diseases in other parts of 
the body too may be diagnosed 
from the urine. Diabetes, for ex- 
ample, gives evidence of its exist- 
ence by the presence of sugar in 
the urine, 

Abnormality tn the function of 
the liver and gall bladder; excess 
putrefaction in the large gut, pus 
or other bacterial infectiong along 
the urinary tract, all of these may 
show their existence in the excre- 
tions of the kidney. 

Most recently it has been found 
that pregnant women secrete in 
their urine a unique substance. This 
substance can be used as a test for 
pregnancy. 

All in all, then, the ancient phy- 
sician pictured in many a paint- 
ing, looking wisely at a flask, may 
have been as much the precursor 
of modern medicine as the alchem- 
ist was of modern physical chem- 
istry.
